SPRINGFIELD (W — Frost fore­ 
cast for parts- of Illinois prob­ 
ably won’t do too much harm 
to 


j the state’s crops unless it stays 
below freezing for several days, 
agricultural experts said today. 
The Weather Bureau forecast 
“scattered frost’’ over the state 
tonight with an expected low of 
27. 
Southern Illinois fruit 
growers, 
who lost much of their peach and 
apple crops last year because of 
an early warm period followed by 
unseasonable cold weather, don’t 
have to worry too much 
about 
frost at this point. 
Joseph A. Ewing, chief agricul­ 
tural 
statistician 
for the State- 
Federal 
Crop Reporting 
Service 
here, said light frost 
probably 
would do little harm to southern 
Illinois fruit crops. 
He 
said the 
peach 
crop has 
passed bloom stage, with tiny fruit 
forming 
on the trees, 
and 
the 
apple trees are in full bloom. 
Ewing said several days of be­ 
low freezing weather would be 
necessary to do severe damage. 
He said frost would not hurt Hie 
winter 
and spring 
grains, 
and 
other 
crops are not far enough 
along yet to be affected. 
Some early garden crops may 
suffer from the frost, 
but no 
serious 
d a m a g e is expected, 
Ewing said.

Since July I, 
1955, 20 Saline 
county 
residents have 
received 
blood through 
Red Cross in hos­ 
pitals 
located

county. The number of pints used 
by 
these 
patients 
is not made 
available to the chapter as this 
blood is sent direct from the St. 
Louis Regional Blood Center to 
the hospital. 
From July 1,-1955, 
through March 31, 1956, the four 
hospitals in Saline county have 
used 542 pints. 
All of this blood 
was given by donors to the Red 
j Cross Blood program and was re­ 
ceived 
by the 
patients 
at 
no 
i charge for the product. 
Only 381 
pints of blood were donated in Sa­ 
line County during the period. 
It takes 1400 pints of blood a 
year to provide the blood needed 
for the residents of a county the 
size of Saline. There should be at 
least one donor from each fam­ 
ily every year to meet the quota 
and provide the blood used in the 
county. 
As it is now, the same 
people are giving repeatedly ev­ 
ery time the bloodmobile is in the 
county and they can not provide 
all the blood needed as they are 
limited to giving five times a year. 
This program requires the help 
of every 
able-bodied 
person in 
the 
county. 
Patients receiving 
blood and their families should as­ 
sume a moral obligation to support 
this program as they know more 
than 
anyone else the value of 
blood when it is needed. It is also

Democrats meanwhile conceded 
privately that they cannot muster 
the necessary two-thirds vote to 
override the farm bill veto in a 
showdown scheduled for Wednes­ 
day. 
But 
Democratic 
congressional 
leaders had not yet decided what 
stand they will take on Mr. Eisen­ 
hower’s bid for a new bill which 
would simply authorize the $1,200,- 
000,000 “soil bank” program of tak­ 
ing croplands out of cultivation. 
Mr. Eisenhower 
added a sur­ 
prise new feature to the soil bank 
plan in a nationwide radio-TV ad­ 
dress Monday night. He proposed 
that the bill include provision for 
the government to start making 
payments of up to 50 per cent to 
participating farmers as early as 
July I 
Such advance payments to farm­ 
ers for signing contracts to reduce 
next year’s planting could pump 
about 500 million dollars into the 
agricultural economy during this 
crop year, he said. This was obvi­ 
ously designed to offset Democrat­ 
ic charges that the soil bank plan 
is a long-range measure that of­ 
fers little immediate help to hard 
pressed farmers. 
GOP House and Senate leaders 
met with Mr. Eisenhower today 
for an hour-long private huddle on 
the political and legislative prob­ 
lems raised by the farm bill veto. 
House Republican Leader Joseph 
W. Martin Jr. (Mass) told report­ 
ers after the meeting that he is 
sure the House will uphold the 
veto and “we may get a majority 
for the President’s position.” Any 
voce larger than one third is suf­ 
ficient to uphold a veto. 


Many Midwest Republican gov­ 
ernors, such as Indiana’s George 
Craig, praised Mr. Eisenhower for 
vetoing the bill. But in Iowa. where 
most COP leaders backed the bill.

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Russia Dissolves 
Cominfonn 


MOSCOW OB—A top Soviet lead­ 
er tonight announced the dissolu­ 
tion of the Communist Information 
Bureau—known to the world as toe 
Cominfonn. 
Dmitri ShepUov, editor of Prav- 
da and an alternate member of toe 
Communist Party Presidium, told 
reporters that the 9-year-old Com- 
inform was being dissolved because 
the “ situation was changed ” 
“ Each Communist Party can get 
along without the Corolliform now,” 
he said. 
When pressed for details, Shepi- 
lov gave way to First Deputy Pre­ 
mier Aanastas Mikoyan, who said: 
“Everything will be explained. 
You will read it in a long state­ 
ment in the Soviet press tomor­ 
row.” 
The ending of the Cominform 
was disclosed at a reception at the 
Syrian embassy marking Syria’s 
national holiday. 
So far, there has been no formal 
official announcement in Moscow. 
Preliminary reaction among dip­ 
lomatic observers here was that 
the dissolution is aimed primarily 
at convincing Yugoslavia’s Mar­ 
shal Tito that the present Soviet 
leaders are completely disavowing 
the policy of the late Josef Stalin, 
who was responsible for Yugoslav­ 
ia’! expulsion from the Cominform 
ill 1948.
